“We have in Hastings County thous- 
ands of acres of land that carry choice 
minerals of eyery kind, such as gold, 
silver, lead, asbestos, nickel, garnet,ete., 
and people need not go thousands of 
miles away from the old Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebee to engage in profit- 
able mining,under conditions,too which 
entail untold hardships and privations,” 
remarked Mr. C. 8. Sanderson, of Orms- 
by, Ont., to a ‘* Witness” reporter, 
while in the city asday or two ago, in 
company with Mv, Weddell, of Trenton, 
Ont. ‘And as we are not selling any 
stock, I am not giving you any specul- 
ators’ boom talk,” continued Mr. San- 
derson. 

‘Yes; and this has been one result 
of the fires which have laid portions of 
the country bare, so that we can now 
see the rocks, and as a consequence have 
discovered that they are very rich in 
minerals,” added Mr. Weddell. 

Mr. Sanderson is the manager of the 
Anglo-American Mining Company, 
which is opening up 80,000 acres of 
choice timber and mineral land, along 
the Central Ontario Railway in Hast- 
ings County, and he feels certain that 
there are thousands of tons of mineral- 
bearing quartz veins anywhere from 
three to a hundred or more feet wide. 
They have cut across twenty feet in 
places and cannot find any side to the 
veins.

OPINION OF LORD KELVIN, THE EM- 
INENT SAVANT,

The Earth May Only Keen Habitable 
Thirty Million ’ 


Atlast weknow exactly how old the 
earth is, for Lord Kelvin, the eminent 
British savant, has, ‘after the calcula- 
tion of years, reached the definite con- 
clusion that this terrestrial sphere bas 
been such for 80,000,000 years. ‘This is 
not the chimerical assertion of theorist, 
but the result of long and laborious 
Study by perhaps the man best qualifi- 
ed of all to make an authoritative 
Statement to humanity, 

It is of the utmost importance to 
geologists, many of whom have doubt- 
ed whether there was uny data on 
which a definite calculation could be 
based, his doubt Lord Kelvin has re- 
moved, and he gives absolute events of 
different periods of the world’s history 


MEASURING THE EARTH. 
A Gigantic Scheme Inaugurated to Accom 
Plish the Object. 
Preparations are under way in \Lon- 
don for the most gigantic undertaking 
1s Sinter | 9 the way of o survey ever attempt- at 
1 — The Pre-|d. It is proposed to measure the earth. 
len Wealth. Now, it only needs a glance at one 
of the humble imitations of this terrest- 
rial sphere to see that it is no light 
task. It involves the expenditure of 
millions. It means continuous scientific 
research for a period the length of 
which no one can tell. 
Scientific men are considering the 
plan with the deepest interest. It isa 
strange fact that the more the problem 
of the formation of the earth is studied 
by savans the more is the belief that 
the earth is not round credited. This 
may seem like a ridiculous statement, 
but such authorities as Professor A. 
Fowler, on eof the leading members of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, 
firmly of this belief, and he repre- 
sents a host of others of equal promi- 
nence. 
The longest arc at present known is 
89 degrees ‘and 32 minutes. The south- 
ern termination of this arc, which 
means one of those lines you see drawn 
in a semi-circle on a -map, is Staro- 
Nekrassowka, in latitude 45 degrees 20 
Minutes 2.8 seconds. This termination 
is marked by a pyramid of cast iron, 
which rests on a cube seven feet jwide,

Many phenomena are doubtless due to 
Strain on cooling, but that does not af- 
ford a sufficient explanation in t is 
case, Lord Kelvin thinks the cause is 
to be found in change of density, by 
crystallization. Perna ihe strongest 
Arguihent against inlimiled gedlogical 
time is afforded by consideration of 
the heat of the sun, which, according 
to the most recent researches and cor- 
rections, may have illuminated the 
earth for somewhere about twenty mil- 
lion years. 


Professor Poulton wanted time to 
find invertebrate ancestors for the 


verlebrates on the Cambrian rocks, and 
Professor Perry had attempted to re- 
lieve biologists of the burden put upon 
them by physicists, and once more pro- 
vide them with an endless “bank of 
time” on which to draw. But the latest 
geological estimate of the time requir- 
ed for the formation of all strata since 
the beginning of the Cambrian rocks 
Was seventeen million years, and he can 
soarcely be described as merely a mal- 
icious physicist, trying to curb the as-

A Tor- 
onto dispatch says:—A well known 
grain dealer has been gathering inform- 
ation as to the grain crop in the immed- 
iate ‘vicinity of Toronto, The result is 
that he comes to the conclusion that a 
majority of the fields of wheat have 
sprouted and the effect will be very bad. 
“Tf this had kept off another week,” said 
he, “we would have had the best crop of 
wheat in years.” Itis generally belived 
by grain men here that the damage to 
grain in Ontario by the rain will havea 
serious effect on the crop, and advices 
from most sections bear out this view. 


The great event of the past week has 
been the giving of notice by the British 
Government of the abrogration of the 
commercial treaties between Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and Belgium.

One Hundred and Seven Years Old 


Probably the oldest man in the Do- 
minion is living at present in the town- 
ship of Haldimand, County of Nor- 
thumberland, in the person of Mr, Geo, 
A, Hanna. He was born in the County 
of Antrim, Iveland, March 8th, 1790, 
and consequently was 107 years of age 
on his last birthday, He came to Can- 
ada with his father, mother, two sisters 
and two brothers in the year 1820 and 
settled near Brockville. He was mar- 
ried the same year to Miss Henrietta 
Graham. Five children were the result 
of their union, three boys and two 
A fow years after he and his family re- 
moved to Harrowsmith, north of King- 
ston, where he followed the occupation 
of farming and also lumbering. About 
forty years ago he left Harrowsmith, 
all of his family having died and he 
alone being left, Ever since he was 
known here he has lived alone. 

Mr. Hanna comes of a long line of 
Protestant stock, ‘The year he was 
born, 1790, his grandfather, with many 
more, was put to death by being burned 
ina barn, He was at an early age con- 
firmed in the then established church of 
Eugland. He was one of the organizer: 
of Lodge No. 108 of the Orange Order 
near Brockville in the year 1830. Of a 
strong and vigorous race, he has retain- 
ed his mental faculties up to the present 
time. He has lived to see four sover- 
eigns on the English throne. He was 
active and strong until about a year ago 
and can still walk around. He has 
neyer worn glasses, nor needed any. 
He has been a great reader and is well 
acquainted with the unhappy history 
of his native island. Often his reading 
extends far into the night. He has al- 
ways used a little stimulants and has 
used tobacco for many years. 

He has been present at all the Orange 
gatherings up to a few years ago As 
might be expected, he has not a large 
circle of acquaintances, for he has very 
seldom left his own place, and when he

preferential clauses of the Canadian tar- 
iff. The commercial treaties between 
Great Britain, Germany and Belgium 
contained favored nation clauses, by 
which they could claim the same priy- 
ileges in any of the British colonies as 
was accorded to the mother country. 
This was very distasteful to Canada, 
which is willing to give special privil- 
eges to Great Britain, but not to for- 
eign nations, and especially to those 
which maintain a high tariff against 
Canadian products. The abrogation of 
these treaties is looked upon as a great 
victory for the present leader of the 
Canadian Government, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, to whose influence with Sir 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Colonial Sec- 
retary, the action of the British Goyern- 
ment is ascribed. 


Liquor and Crime. 

Since being appointed to his position, 
Warden Metcalfe, of the Kingston pen- 
itentiary. has deyoted consiqerable time 
tostudy of criminal character. Heis of 
opinion that insanity plays a prominent 
part in criminal life, and that a large 
percentage of those sentenced to pen- 
itentiary are insane on the point that 
led to their downfall and incarceration. 
For instance, a man of intellect may be 
Sane on everything but one point, which 
may be forgery. This he commits in 
spite of himself, and thus brings dis- 
grace into his family circle, Another 
man’s bane may be bigamy, stealing, 
and soon down the calendar, but he 
thinks the majority who are sent to 
penitentiary for these crimes are insane 
on the particular cause which led to 
their arrest. In the same sense he 
thinks men addicted to the use of strong 
drink are insane in that particular, and 
should also be wards of the government. 

It would be the means of stamping 
out the curse if such were the case, 
Speaking of the matter, the warden 
‘thinks there is too much license, too 
much opportunity allowed for liquor 
drinking. The oppartunity should be 

restricted so as to prevent, if possible, 
afurther spread of this far-extending 
curse of mankind 


It is announced from Ottawa that hog 
cholera has at last been about stamped 
out in Western Ontario at a cost, how- 
ever, of some 850,000 to the Federal 
Government. 


It is predicted by the manufacturer of 
horseless carriages that within ten years 
these vehicles will supersede the ordin- 
ary vehicle drawn by horses, There are 
many things in favor of the new inver - 
tion—cleanliness, noiselessness of ihove:

STRANGENS IN THE HOUSE, 


A Parliamentary Incident That Convalsed 
At ono time, much more than of Jnte 
years, his royal highness was o constant 
Visitor to the house of commons, hia pleas. 
ant prosence beaming from the center sent 
of tho peors' gallery, tmmediately over the 
clock, During the turbulent thmos that 
marked the birth of the Parnellite party 
he frequently dropped in to watch the ro 
curring crises. This habit gave the late 
Mr. Joseph Gillis Biggar an opportunity 
of distinguishing himself nbove his fel- 
lows. One Tuesday evening in the onrly 
spring of 1876 Mr, Chaplin, then a private 
member, secured first place for a motion 
relating to the breed of horses, Dhe Prince 
of Wales, accompanied by a numerous sult 
of poors whose faces were familiar at New- 
market and Epsom, came down to hear 
Yho speech and the debate. Tt was a great 
»pportunity for Mr. Chaplin, and he was 
evidently prepared to riso to it, Unfortu- 
natoly for him he had chanced some days 


tarlicr to offend Mr, Biggar. Jocy L., 
the member for Cayan, like the redoubt- 
able Joo Bagstock, was sly, dey'lish sly. 
If Mr. Chaplin saw his opportunity, Joe 
pot only deseried it, but seized it first. 

Mr, Chaplin had risen, fixed his eyeglass, 
smitton himself reassuringly on his portly 
chest, had coughed in prelude to his open- 
ing scntence, when from bolow tho gang- 
way opposite a well known shrill yoice 
was heard exclaiming, ‘‘Mr. Speaker, sir, 
I believe there aro strangers in the houso.’’ 

For # moment the crowded chamber 
was hushed in dismayed silence. he 
speaker broke it by inquiring whother tho 
honorable member for Cayan persisted in 
his intention of noticing strangers, ‘If 
you plouse, Mr. Speaker,’ said Mr, Biggar 
With encouraging nod toward tho chair, 
‘Then the anger of the house found issue 
in a rour of contumely, through which 
was heard the unporiinnentary, alwost 
unprecedented, sound of hissing. Honor- 
able nembers might just as usefully haye 
sat down by the riyer’s brink and shouted 
“Stop!'’ to the falls of Niagara. At that 
time thore was in force the medimyal or- 
der which required the immediate and ab- 
solute withdrawal of strangers from every 
part of the house upon an individual 
member taking noto of their presence. 
Mr. Biggar was master of the situation, 
and few human faces offered an opening 
for exceeding the breadth of his smile as 
he suryeyed it. 

‘The speaker had no option. He must 
needs order strangers to withdraw. There- 
upon the Prince of Wales, the German 
embassador, who happened to be jin the 
diplomatic gallery, and the crowd of peers, 
boasting tho bluest blood in England, 
were compelled to scuttle. Mr. Biggar 
had his fun, but the house of commons 
reaped permanent benefit from the prank. 
He brought into broad daylight the ab- 
surdity of tho ancient custom, which was 
thenceforward doomed. Tho privilege of 
spying strangers is no longer counted 
among the possessions of individual meim- 
bers of the house of commons. Strangers 
may today be excluded, but only upon mo- 
tion duly made and carried by a majority.

DIDN’T GET HIS FURLOUGH. 


Yet He Wanted It Worse Than He Ever 
Wanted Anything. 


Judge North belonged to a Wisconsin 
regiment during the war, and served to 
the end, barring such time as he was Jaid 
up with wounds. He tells some pretty 
good war stories, all of which lack the 
heroic tinge so often met with. During 
the war ho only asked fora furlough on 
one occasion, and then it was denied him. 
It seems he was a warm personal friend 
of the colonel commanding his regiment, 
and the latter had repeatedly informed 
him after he had served a long time that 
he would grant him a ten days’ furlough 
at any time requested. Shortly before 
Sherman commenced his march to the sea 
a sharp battle took place between the 
division to which Judge North belonged 
and a heayy Confederate force. 

Prior to the battle eyery soldier knew 
that the fight would be a desperate ono 
and that many would lose their lives. In 
following orders Judge North’s regiment 
formed the front line of the adyance. The 
situation these men were placed in was 
extremely perilous and eyery soldier could 
see the danger for himself and few enter- 
tained hopes of escaping alive. Whilo the 
regiment was momentarily expecting or- 
ders to adyance on the Confederate strong- 
hold, the colonel passed along tho line. 
As he approached Judge North, the latter 
saluted him and called out so those near 
could hear him: 

“Colonel, haye you not repeatedly told 
me that I could procure a ten days’ fur- 
lough at any time I applied to you for the 
samo?’’ :

SERPENT POISON. 


The Venom of the Cobra Is Deadly Al- 
most Beyond Belief, 

It was in the autumn of 1891 that 
Calmette, while acting as director of 
the Bacteriological institute of Saigon, 
Cochin China, first commenced his ex- 
periments on the neutralization of ser- 
pent yenom in the animal system. He 
had exceptional opportunities in the 
matter of serpent yenom wherewith to 
carry out his investigations, inasmuch 
as a band of cobras had recently attacked 
a Village in the vicinity of Bac-Lieu, 
and by order of the governor of the dis- 
trict no fewer than 90 specimens of tle 
terrible Naja tripudians, or cobra de ca- 
pello, were forwarded in a barrel to the 
institute. 

Forty of these reptiles arrived alive, 

and seyeral were at once sacrificed to 
securo their venom glands. Each gland, 
resembling both in size and shape a 
shelled almond, contains about 80 drops 
of yenom, and in this transparent limp- 
id liquid is embodied a toxine of extraor- 
dinary strength. As is well known, this 
cobra is the most dreaded of all serpents, 
and it is widely distributed’ over India, 
Burma, Sumatra, Java, Malacca and 
Cochin China. Until Calmette, however, 
set to work to systematically study the 
nature of this reptile’s venom, but little 
precise or reliable information had been 
obtained as to its character. It was, of 
course, necessary in the first instance to 
ascertain, within as narrow a limit as 
possible, the exact degree of toxic power 
inherent in the yenom, and to deter- 
mine, if possible, the precise dose lethal 
in respect of each variety of animal ex- 
perimented upon. 
A correct calculation of the quantity 
of yenom required in every case was, 
however, found to be quite impossible, 
for so virulent is the poison that a sin- 
gle drop of an emulsion produced by 
pounding up 8 glands in 800 grams 
of distilled water is sufficient, when in- 
troduced into the vein of a rabbit's ear, 
to kill it in five minutes, All the mam- 
mals to which Calmette administered 
this cobra yenom, such as monkeys, 
dogs, rabbits, guinea pigs, rats, suc- 
cumbed more or less quickly, according 
to tho size of tho dose,—Longman's 
Magazine. 


The Peacock at Home. 


The real home of the peacock or pea- 
fowl is in India, There they were and 
uro hunted, and their flesh is used for 
food, As the birds live in the same re- 
gion as the tiger, peacock hunting is a 
very dangerous sport. The long train of 
the peacock is notits tail, a8 many sup- 
pose, but is composed of feathers which 
grow out just above the tail and are 
called the tail coyerts, Peacocks hayo 
been known for many hundred years. 
They are mentioned in the Bible. Job 
mentions them, and they are mentioned, 
too, in I Kings x. Hundreds of years 
ago in Rome many thousand peacocks 
wero killed for the great feasts which 
the emperors made, Tho brains of the 
peacock wero considered a great treat, 
and many had to be killed for a single 
foust.—St. Nicholas.

Once, in attempting to force my way 
through the thick bay cedar underbrush 
of one of the smaller and outer keys of 
tho Florida reef I suddenly broke into 
an opening which had the appearance 
of «a narrow street or trail. The brush 
Was six or eight feet in height and re- 
matrkably thick, and the heat was intol- 
erable. The branches and leaves which 
were interlaced formed a perfect net- 
work and gave shelter to inuumerable 
crabs, which had taken possession of 
old birds’ nests, while under foot the 
ezus and newly hatched terns almost 
povered the ground, 

Once in the opening or street it was 
found to be abont seven feet across, 
Winding away out of sight, but my way 
was blocked by several curious obsta- 
cles—n succession of webs stretched 
vertically across the pathway at inter- 
vals of five or six feot. They were of 
extraordinary strength and were thrown 
out and poised in a marvelous manner. 
In the center of cach of these silken bar- 
riers clung a huge yellow spider, so ug- 
ly and conspicuous that I stopped be- 
fore tho first doubting the evidence of 
my eyes, and as I looked tho first yel- 
low spider of the series disappeared. 
There was no doubt about it. At first 
so striking and gaudy, it slowly faded 
away, and through the web I could see 
other yellow spiders beyond, suggest- 
ing that it was no illusion. 

While I stood wondering in the hot 
fun the spider solved tho mystery by 
appearing again, first dimly, then like 
many spiders quivering in the strong 
light, finally resolving itself into one 
huge yellow fellow that moyed like a 
pendulum to and fro and then stopped. 


ERRORS IN LIVING. 


Man's Kxoosive Appetite and the Body's 
Capacity For Food. 

To the lay mind nothing seems to an- 
gur ko strongly in favor of robust health 
as a hearty appetite, Farthermore 
thero would seem to be a strong cone 
Vviction in the public mind, sanetified 
by tradition from time almost iiumn- 
morial, that the more aman eata the 
better he is. The quantity of food that 
many people naturally eat ia very largo 
af compared with their actual phy i- 
Ological requirements, Add to this the 
many tempting forma in which food jg 
presented tothe palate by our modern 
culinary arts, the sharpening of the ap- 
petite by the auteprandial coektail, tho 
stimulus afforded the appetite by a bot- 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
the consumption of an amount of food 
that simply overwhelms tho agsimila- 
tive organs. Such indulgence, if unre- 
stricted and habitual, taxes both the as 
similativo and the excretory orguus to 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with sedentary life, and, more- 
over, it lends an additional impetus to 
the evils springing fromthe useof inm- 
proper quality of food. 

The hamuan elaborating and exerctory 
mechauisin was evidently adjusted for 
ordinary wear and tear to an avyerare 
limited period of about 70 years, Un- 
der 40 per cent of extra work we innst 
naturally expect impairment or breuk- 
down of the mechavism much earlier, 
It should therefore excite no speciul 
surprise that so large a proportion of oor 
well to do people die from Bright's dis- 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
50 or 65 who should, and under prop- 
erly regulated lives and habits would, 
have attained the natural age of 70 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
such people usually spring from exeep- 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their in:me- 
diate ancestors liyed to advanced ages 
of 80 years or more. This paradox, how- 
ever, is more apparent than real, for in- 
vestigation will usually reveal the fact 


[touched it gently with a switch I held, 
whereupon it deliberately began to 
swing its huge body, imparting to the 
entire web a yibratory motion which 
increased in rapidity until the body of 
the spider began to grow fainter, and 
in a few moments became inyisible.

Crawling beneath the web, I con- 
fronted the next spider, which also was 
yellow or saffron in color, with black, 
velyetlike markings, hanging in the 
sun like a great topaz, its web dotted 
with the remains of many feasts—emp- 
ty skeletons of insects, bits of pearly fish 
scales, perhaps dropped by some pass- 
ing bird, a delicate feather and-a mot- 
ley array of flies and other insect folk. 
At first the spider paid me scant atten- 
tion, then I saw a slight conyulsive 
movement of its legs as it imparted the 
first long swing to its hammocklike 
web that put this wonderful life saying 
device, for this it was, in motion. It 
was the spider’s defense and protection 
from enemies. 

Certain birds undoubtedly preyed 
upon the spiders, and this faculty of 
mysteriously disappearing had on more 
than one occasion seryed it well. I 
could easily imagine the astonishment 
of the bird when darting down to seize 
the plump and showy spider to find that 
it had slipped away. 

There was much in this street of yel- 
low spiders to distract the mind from 
the intense heat that poured down from 
the almost Vertical sun. In the middle 
of the path, beyond a turn, grew a 
clump of cactus, with here and there a 
ripe fruit rich in the purple of full ma- 
turity—a brilliant contrast to the green 
leaves. As I stood watching the hermit 
crabs dropping from the bushes and 
scurrying away over the sand I thought 
I saw aripe fruit of the cactus move; 
then, tomy amazement, it passed di- 
rectly out of sight, not after the fash- 
ion of the spiders, but by slipping around 
one of the big leaves. Ialmost expected 
to sce the others follow it, but nothing 
of the kind occurred. I walked along 
and placed myself in a position to seo 
behind the broad, flat, pear shaped leaf. 
There was the purple object, now moy- 
ing cautiously around with the evident 
intention of keeping itself out of sight, 
and then I saw that it was a crab, a 
crab with a purple back the exact tint 
of the fruit, while its goneral shape, 
when the legs were tucked up beneath 
the body, made the crab a mimic of the 
cactus fruit, a protective resemblance so 
perfect that the crab was safe from 
sharp eyed enemies, aud I should have 
passed it by had it remained quiet, but 
the phenomenon of moving fruit at- 
tracted my attention and led to its dir- 
covery. 

For some distance I followed this 
street of spiders, creeping beneath the 
webs when I could, and eyerywhero 
these tricks of nature to protect the de- 
fenseless wero apparent, The eggs of 
tho gulls simulated the sand in color; 
the little mantis, which clung to the 
big cedar, was the exact tint of the 
leaves and defied detection until acci- 
dentally brushed off. Over all life in 
the secluded spot nature had thrown 
her protecting mantle of mimicry,— 
New York Post.

A Boston Man Says the Combination May 
Kesult In Death. 

“Never eat eggs while you are an- 
gry,’’ said A. E, Stewart of Boston. 
“My attention was first called to this 
strange fact by tho tragic and sudden 
death of a lady acquaintance in Boston 
several years ago. I accepted her hus- 
band’s invitation to dine with them. 
Just as we were going in to dinner a 
servant did something that caused the 
lady to fly into a terrible rage. She had 
been irritable from some minor com- 
plaint for several days, and her hus- 
band calmed her ruffled feelings suffi- 
ciently for the dinner to be eaten in 
good temper. I noticed that she ate an 
unusually large amount of soft scram- 
bled eggs. Fifteen minutes after we 
left the dining room she was a corpse. 
She died in frightful convulsions be- 
fore the nearest doctor reached the 
house. The doctor was unable to ascribe 
the cause. A few months later I was 
visiting a brother in Connecticut, and 
one of his sons died under similar cir- 
cumstances. Before breakfast one morn- 
ing the boy, who was about 15 years 
old, had a fight with a neighbor's boy. 
Before his anger had subsided my 
nephew was called to breakfast. He ate 
four soft boiled eggs. Had I known as 
much then as I do now I would have 
prevented it. In less than a half hour 
after breakfast the boy died with exact- 
ly the same symptoms that were present 
when my friend's wife died. This set 
me to thinking about the matter, 

“It wasn’t long after this before a 
Beacon hill friend of mine expired sud- 
denly after a meal. The doctors, 28 
usuul, were divided in opinion on the 
cause of death. Some of them coutend- 
ed that it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, and others are still holding out 
that it was apoplexy. Inquiry by mo 
developed tho fact that my friend was 
very angry when he sat down at table 
und that he ate five eggs. With theso 
developments I searched no further for 
the cause of his death, He was angry, 
he ato eggs, aud he died, If these are 
not links in the chain of cause and ef- 
fect, tho human intellect is incapable of 
logical thinking.’'—St. Louis Republic.

CUNNING OF THE LEFT HAND 


Some of the Advanteges That Are Pon 
sessed by the Ainbidextrous, 

Ambidextrons men and women, or” 
those who can use either right or left 
hand with equal facility, are not near- 
ly so frequently met with as might at 
first be supposed—in fact, they are quite 
rare. ‘his double faculty is, however, 
much more frequently met with among 
butchers and sailors than in any other 
walks of life. Left handed butchers are 
numerous, as a wilk through any of 
our large market houses will quickly 
demonstrate, but it is a very interest- 
ing study to watch one cf them who 
will cut, chop, saw and handle his 
meat without once changing it from 
one side to the other on tke block or 
changing his own position. 

In view of the many advantages de- 
rived from the ability to use both hands 
equally well many people haye often 
expressed surprise at the action of edu- 
cational authorities in insisting on the 
use of only the right hand instead of 
trying to develop an equal skill in the 
other. They all stick to the right hand- 
ed idea, howeyer, and an old resident 
of Frankford, noted for his ambidex- 
trousness, is still mourning the loss of 
@ prize at school through the use of his 
left hand in writing, although he was 
equally skillful as a penman with his 
right. 

The benefits derived from the use of 
both hands were excellently illustrated 
in the experience of two carpenters who 
lived in Frankford some years ago. 
Their names were Cross aud Walton, 
and the former was right handed, the 
latter left handed. As one was also 
very tall and the other very short, they 
made a curious couple, but they always 
worked together laying floors and put- 
ting up joiners’ work in buildings. 

They could take jobs of this charac- 
ter cheaper than any other, because 


they could work from either end toward — 


each other so handily. Cross would 


square a floor board at one end and 
Walton would ‘‘soribe’’ and ont it off 
to fit at the other end and then nail 


down, working together from opposite 


ends. 
Left handed machinists are always 


at a disadyantage, as machinery is in- 
variably adapted to people who work 


right handed, but the ambidextrous 
man or woman is always at home in

BEEN LOST IN THE FLOOD. 


Great

Terrible Effect of « Storm tu 
to Property — 


A despatch from Youngstown, Ohio, 
miys:—A terrific cloud-burst struck 
this town on Thursday night, flooding 
the entire valley and causing great 
damage to property, both in the city 
and along the railway lines. Many per- 
eons are supposed to be drowned. The 
entire country east and west for 20 
miles was flooded and the damage is 
enormous the railroads bring the heav- 
iest losers. The Erle Railroad west of 
Warren fourteen miles, and north of 
Sharon for the same distance, was en- 
tirely flooded, 

The Catholic Church at Niles was 
struck by lightning and nearly destroy- 
ed by fire, while business houses and 
manufacturing concerns were flooded. 

Henry Myers, a tailor, while stand- 
ing at his residence on Mill street, was 
struck by lightning and instantly kill- 
ed. On every railroad leading into the 
city came the reports of extensive wash- 
outs and bridges swept away, and rail- 
road officials say the loss will be the 
heaviest they have ever known. At 10 
o'clock the waters swept down the val- 
ley into the city, 

CARRYING EVERYTHING 


that was pot fastened down before it. 
The bed of the creek is not more than 
20 feet wide, but the flood swept out 
to a width of about 2,000 feet. It rose 
quickly and in less than thirty minutes 
the water was up to the second storeys 
of all the dwelling houses in the flood- 
ed districts and was still rising. It is 
a certainty that none of the people 
escaped from the houses, 

The whole district was in darkness 
except one small placo where a lone 
electric light shone. Firemen, police- 
men and others were on hand quickly, 
but were powerless to effect rescues, as 
not a boat of uny kind was to be had, 
The cries of the people in the houses 
were heartrending to those who stood 
at the waters’ edge and who were forc- 
ed to retreat on account of the rising 
waters, 

It is almost a certainty that many 
persons were drowned. One whole 
family was cryimg for help from upper 
windows when suddenly there was a 
grinding noise as if the house was be- 
ing moved from its foundations and 
soon the cries from that place ceased. 
The intense darkness made it imposs- 
ible to see what was going on but it is 
supposed that the house and its occup- 
ants went down in the flood. People 
at the water's edge heard a man crying 
for help who was apparently being 
carried down in the flood. The voice 
grew fainter and it is supposed the man’ 
perished, 

PITIFUL CRIES FOR HELP 
were heard continually but the crowd 
on the shore could do nothing in the 
way of giving aid. Police and fire- 
men were at once sent to another part 
of the city for boats. i 
Carl Henry Mayer was struck by 
lightning and instantly killed, while 
his sweetheart, who stood near by, was 
badly shocked. Squaw Creek Park, a 
pleasure resort, near this city, was 
practically wiped out of existence. 

Trains are beginning to move after 
twelve hours’ delay. It is estimated 
that the losses in this city alone will 
approach $100,000. 

great loss of life was narrowly 
averted at the Spring Common foot- 
bridge. Men, women and children in- 
sisted upon remaining to watch the 
angry waters below, in spite of the 
fact that the structure was unsafe. 
Finally two policemen with drawn 
clubs cleared the bridge, and none too 
soon, for a few seconds later the 
bridge was swept away, 

Reports from the rural districts 
show that the farmers suffered greatly. 
In Trumbull County fifteen barns were 
struck by lightning and burned.

All foods are productive of energy: 
all energy evolves heat; therefore, all 
foods are heat-producing agents. But 
| some are so greatly superior to others 
in this respect as to merit the name 
‘of the heat-producing foods. These are 
'the starches, sugars and fats—ani- 
}mal fats mainly—for those of vege- 
table origin are most effective, it is 
asserted, in the work of cleansing the 
intestioal canal, supplying heat only 
a very limited degree. These food pro- 
ducts burn or oxidize very readily 
within as without the body, giving out 
heat ap the result, and being first 
changed by the wonderful process of 
digéstion as they pass through the 
alimentary canal before entering the 
blood. As a matter of course, it fol- 
lows that starches, sugars ‘and fats 
should be avoided when the mainten- 
ance of high degree of animal heat is 
undesirable; or, to particularize, that 
such starchy vegetables as rice, pota- 
toes, etc., are better winter than sum- 
mer foods; that sweets should not be 
extensively indulged in during the 
heated term; that fate should be used 
even more sparingly and that all these 
foods should be restored to favour again 
when colder weather makes a great 
amount of animal heat a desideratum. 
If this were always done, if appetite 
vather than reason were not so often 
the ruling force in our lives, then un- 
doubtedly our winters would be more 
comfortable, our summers,more endur- 
able. But we too frequently find our- 
selves unable to b the force of 
habit, and, therefore, eat crullers and 
chocolate on a hot summer’s day, or a 
breakfast including fried bacon and 
corn bread when the mercury is climb- 
ing close to the nineties before its daily 
work is fairly inaugurated, and pies 
and cakes unlimited when we are con- 
fessedly almost dying of heat.

Results of Winter Wheat Ex- 
periments at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, 
1897.

One hundred and eighty-nine plots 
have been devoted to winter wheat ex- 
periments this season at the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College. Owing to the late 
harvest and the exceedingly wet season 
no Winter Bulletin can be issued this 
year in time to be of much practical ser- 
ice before the period of winter wheat 
seeding is reached. 

In an experiment with ninty-one var- 
ieties of winter wheat, grown under sim- 
ilar conditions in 1897, it is found that 
the seven varieties which stand highest 
in yield of grain per acre are the same 
Seven varieties which haye given the 
largest yield of grain per acre among 
eighty-six varieties grown on the exper- 
mental plots for four years in succession. 
The following list gives the names of 
these seven varieties with the average 
yield per acre for four years, and also 
with the average yield per acre for this 
season,

If our people will only haye patience, 
and work, there is evidently as great 
golden riches in store for them in this 
district as in the now much talked of 
Klondyke region. Saturday last Mr. 
W. A. Hungerford and Mr, Joe Best ex- 
hibited to the writer a handful of gold 
nuggets, alluvial ore, some of which 
were over half an inch long and as large 
around as a lead pencil. As samples of 
‘free gold” they were certainly the fin- 
est ever shown in Madoc, and Mr. Hun- 
gerford assured us they were '* found” 
within ten miles of Bannockburn, but 
he was not in a position to divulge the

Although the comparative order of 
the yields of these seven varieties are 
not the same in 1897 as in the average of 
four years, still the fact that they gave 
the largest yields in both cases among 
all the varieties tested is a very impor- 
tant feature in the experiment. 

Land upon which peas were used as a 
green manure in 1896 produced a con- 
siderably larger yield of winter wheat 
per acre than similar land upon which 
rape or buckwheat had been used as a 
green manure, or which had been work- 
ed as a bare summer fallow. This exper- 
iment was conducted in duplicate, but 
for only one year. Itis being repeated 
this season in a similar way. 

Large plump seed sown in the autumn 
of 1896 produced 84 bushels per acre 
more than the small plump seed; 6 4-5 
bushels per acre more than shrunken 
seed; and 42% bushels per acre more 
than the seed which had been broken 
with the machine in thrashing. The 
same number of winter wheat grains 
were used in the different selections,and 
the experiment was conducted in dupli- 
cate, - 

In the average of four years’ experi- 
ments in cutting two varieties of grain 
at five different stages of ripening, the 
results show that the grain cut before 
maturity does not give as large a yield 
as that which was allowed to become 
fully ripened. The details of this exper- 
iment can be more fully studied when 
they are printed in the annual report of 
the College for 1897. 

The average result of an experiment 
conducted for five years in succession, 
in sowing winter wheat at different 
dates in the autumn, show that the seed- 
ings of September 2nd and 8rd give } of 
a bushel per acre more than the seedings 
of September 7th and 9th, and 74 bush- 
els per acre more than the seedings of 
September 17th and 20th. It is found 
that it is not usually advisable to sow 
winter wheat in the vicinity of Guelph 
later than September 9th. 

PREVENTION OF SMUT IN WHEAT,

for the prevention of smut has been con- 
ducted for two years with quite satis- 
factory results.

SIMPLE FIRE EX INGUISHER. 


How to Make It, an! 
Them, 
Hand grenades, the simplest form of 
fire extinguisher, can be made at home 
cheaply and easily. And it is well to 
have at hand a simple contrivance for 
extinguishing a small fire at its start. 
Take twenty pounds of common salt 
and ten pounds of sal ammoniac, mi- 
trate of ammonia, to be had of any 
druggist, and dissolve in seven gal- 
lons of water. Procure quart bottles 
of thin glass, such as are ordinarily 
used by druggists, and fill with this 
corking tightly und sealing, to prevent 
evaporation. In case of fire throw so 
as to break in or near the flame. If 
the’fire is in such a place as to prevent 
the bottle from breaking, as in wool 
or cotton, knock off the neck and scat- 
ter the contents. The breaking of the 
bottle liberates a certain amount of 
gas, and the heat of the fire gener- 
ates more thus working its own de- 
struction.

- Forestry in Ontario. 


The Bureau of Forestry of Ontario 
has just issued its annual report, which 
presents a clear view of existing; condi- 
tions in the Province as regards the for- 
ests and the timber supply, as well as 
much practical information for farmers 
on tree-planting and preservation. ‘The 
report details the considerations that led 
to the appointment of the Forestry Com- 


gating the question of replanting the 
waste lands with timber. It points out 
that the problem has entered upon a 
new phase, since experience and obser- 
vation have conclusively proved that 
the pine forests which are so important 
@ source of our provincial wealth will 
~ reproduce themselves In perpetuity, pro- 
vided only that the ravages of fire can 
be prevented. The impression which 
has so long and so widely prevailed that 
the pine when cleared away will neces- 
sarily be succeeded by woods of an infer- 
ioa chavacter has been proved incorrect. 
This only occurs when fire destroys the 
young trees and the seeds in the ground, 
Such being the case there is no reason 
why with reasonable precautions our 
pine supply should not remain sufficient 
for all demands upon it. 

‘The importance of forestry to the far- 
mers is urged, and figures are given 
compiled from the statistics of the Bu- 
reau of Industries, showing the extent 
to which deforestation has been carried 
in many of the older settled districts, 
The results, owing to the work of the 
Bureawin previous years, are by this 
time well known, ‘The frequent floods 
and droughts so injurious to agricultur- 
al prosperity are clearly traceable to 
this cause. ‘The conclusions long since 
arrived at by scientific observers as to 
the highly injurious effect of over-clear- 
ance upon climate are reinforced by lat 
er observations as to the effect of wind- 


soil, some of the most convincing of 
*! which are given in detail. Farmers are 
= |strongly advised to plant the waste land 
with desirable varieties of trees, with a 
view to future profit, Asis pointed out, 
many kinds of trees are continually 
growing scarcer and dearer as the sup- 
ply becomes exhausted, while the de- 
mand for commercial purposes is contin- 
ually on the increase, so that the farmer 
who preserves or plants timber judic- 
iously adds materially to the value of 
his farm and provides a future source of 
revenue, 

The report comprises papers on the 
study of nature in the schools, urging 
that the idea carritd out to some extent 
on Arbor Day should be more thorough- 
ly instilled into childven; on the manu- 
facture of charcoal, by Mr, Alexander 
Kirkwood, of the Crown Lands | Depart- 
ment; and on insects injurious to trees, 
by Dr. Brodie, of Toronto, besides much 
other’ valuable matter. Those who are 
interested can obtain a copy by writing 
to Mr. Thos.

BEAUREGARD'S TWO WOMEN 
IN WASHINGTON. 


SPIES 


Thoy Revealed the Federal Plans For the 

Battle of Manunssas to the Confederate 
The Latter Kelates the In- 
cldent In a Personal Letter. 


Commander 


The battle of Bull Run, as it is known 
in history, called Manassas by the south, 
was fought in July, 1861, It was planned 
and won by Beauregard. It was tho great- 
est victory gained by the Confedorates in 
the entire war, Yot there was a time in 
tho midst of it when the southern com- 
mander’s heart ‘‘failed'’’ him; when he 
“felt as though all was lost,’’ and whon he 
Wished ‘the had fallen in battle’ before. 

‘These revelations aro made in a personual 
letter of Benuregard, written to Misa Au- 
gusta J. Evans of Mobile, The letter has 
come into the possession of the war depart- 
ment, but has not been made public until 
how. 

Perhaps more interesting than the ad- 
mitted fact that victory was snatched 
from defeat is Genoral Beauregard’s stute- 
ment that two women in Washington, 
whom ho naimes, betrayed the plang in 
detail of the Federal army und enubled 
him to chooso his position and make his 
arrangements to givo battle. The failure 
of his own orders, not any mistake in the 
betrayal, jeopardized temporarily the re- 
Bult. 

‘Yo Miss Evans General Beauregard sent 
an account of the battle, inclosing with it 
4 personal lotter, He wrote us follows: 
Miss Augusta J. Evans, Mobile: 

I beg to thank you for your letter of the 17th 
inst., and am at last ablo to unswer your in- 
quiries by sending you my reports of the bat- 
tles of Bull Run and Munaseas—not copicd, 
however, {o iy satisfaction, but, for fear ct 
further delays, I xend them ay they are by the 
Southern Express company. 

The young lady referred to (Miss Duval of 
Washington) brought, about the 10th of July, 
1861, to Fairfax Court House, headquarters of 
General Bonham, the first message from Mra. 
Groenhow of the intended positive advance of 
the enemy across the Potomac. I then imme- 
diately commenced making my preparations 
to receive his moditated attack, and I sent one 
of my sids—Colonel J. 8. Preston—to commu- 
nicate the information received to the presi- 
dent, as well as my future operations. On the 
night of tho 10th of July Ire ed by special 


|. messenger—a Mr. Donnellan—tho second dis- 


patch—in cipher also—of Mrs. G., telling me 
that the Gnemy—55,000 strong, I believe—would 
positively commence that day his advance 
from Arlington Heights and Alexandria on to 
Manassas, vin Fairfax Court House and Center- 
ville. Eurly the next morning I telegraphed 
that information to President Davis. About 
noon I received his telegram to order General 
Johnston to join his forces with mince. By 
that time, however, theo enemy had already 
driven in my pickets in advance of Fairfax 
Court House, and I answered the president that 
“I feared it was then too late, but still would 
telegraph and send a messenger to General 
Johnston."’ The litter arrived about noon on 
the 20th. At about 4:80 a. m. on the 2ist I sent 
orders to all the troops to hold themselves in 
readiness to move at a moment's notice, and 
at about 7 a. m. sent my final orders to com- 
mence the moyement (sco my report of the 
battle of Manassas), Generals Ewell and 
Holmes on tho right, to start first to attack 
and turn the enemy's left and rear at Center- 
ville. At about 8:00 a.in., having given all 
preliminary orders, I left my headquarters 
with General Johnston for tho sceno of action 
near Mitchel}’s Ford, on Bull Run. At about 
10:80 a. m. I was informed by a mcesage from 
General Ewell—a gallant and meritorious offi- 
cor—that he had not yet received directly my 
orders to advance, but would do so at once 
from information received to that effect from 
General D. R. Jones, next on his left, and who 
was to have followed his movement. 

It was, however, then too late, for the encmy 
was already pressing with vigor my extreme 
left under General Evans at the Stone Bridge. 
I thus had suddenly or on the spur of the mo- 
ynent to change my whole plan of battle, with 
troops which had never yet fought and could 
scarcely manouver. My heart for a moment 
failed me! I felt as though all was lost, and I 
wished Ihad fallen in the battle of the 18th, 
but I soon rallicd, and I then solemnly pledged 
my life that I would that day conquer or die! 
Inmediately oyerything appeared again clear 
and hopeful, although the worst was yet to 
come. About 8p. m., finding that the enemy 
had retaken the plateau of the Henry house, 
I ordered my reserves (three regiments) for- 
ward and charged at the head of one of them. 
We drove back the onemy, about five times 
our number, and held the position until the 
re-enforcements from our center and extreme 
right of the morning had arrived and decided 
the fate of the day. The enemy commenced 
fiying about 4:80 p. m., and the president ar- 
rived on the field about half an hour later, in 
time, however, to enjoy that agreeable sight. 
You will excuse, I hope, these details, which 
are given only to furnish you aclearer insight 
into the memorable oyents of that day. - I beg 
to remark hore that the report of that battle 
sent youis morea full history of it thana 
mere report, which would huve contained only 
the leading facts. Moreover, I had not much 
experience in such matters. I am happy to 
hear that you appreciated so well and truly 
my two most worthy friends, Johnston and 
Price. I would serve with pleasure under 
either one of them. I hope you will yot moet 
also with another one, Breckinridge, than 
whom thero is not a nobler soul. ~

Is Not a Bad Thing, 


Kyery graduate of the New York mea- 
foal schools would bo glad to hold for tho 
first 18 months of his professional lite a 
post on the staff of a ictropolitan hospi- 
tal, Perhaps one graduate in 80 obtains 
such an appointment, So valuable toa 
physician or surgeon is hospital practice 
in New York that graduntes in medicino 
from all the regton round flock to the an- 
nual oxaniinations of the hospitals. If the 
staff vacancies are to bo filled, 20, 80, 50 
young men present thomsclyes for exami- 
pation, Graduates of the Harvard Medical 
school come oyer to theso oxaminations, 
partly because thore fs a wider exporlence 
to bo had here than in Boston, partly per- 
haps because & young man going upon the 
staff of a Boston hospital must come not 
esa graduate in medicine with the diplo- 
moa of M. D., but as a sort of house pupil 
or apprentico In medicinog, 

All physicians and surgeons to the New 
York hospitals, save the pathologists, servo 
without pay. Nowly graduated doctors, 
men from 28 to near 80 years of ago, have 
appointments for about 18 months, Con- 
sulting surgeons, always skilled and often 
highly distinguishod, are glad to servo 
without pay for two years togethor, bo- 
cause itis here that experience is gained 
and reputations are made, A ‘visiting 
surgeon may see 10,000 or 12,000 oases in 
a single year, sucha number as not the 
busiest surgeon could seo in priyate practice 
during a like season, 

Junior, senior, house—that is tho order 
of promotion in tho hospital seryice for 
both physiolans and surgeons. Lhe young 
_ graduate has in tho natural order of things 
Every hospital 
has from 8 to 20 doctors on its house staff. 
The house surgeon proper has goneral 
charge of all surgical cases after they have 
Deen seen by the visiting surgeon, ‘The 
‘same is truc of the house physician. The 
- junior or senior, as the case may be, must 
go out with the ambulance when a call 

comes in. Tho police or priyate persons 
now and thon complain that a man has 
Jain 40 or 50 minutes, perhaps two hours, 
awaiting an ambulance after the call has 
been sent out.

formed, and perhaps has helped to perform, 
Nearly cyory operation that falls to tho: 
duty of an ordinary surgeon in a lifotime, 
“and some of such operations ho has secn 
and taken part in many times over. ‘Lhe 
cosmopolitan character of the city and 1 
immense floating population make it the 
temporary home of more strange diseases 
than any other city of the continent, so 
that tho hospital physician has beneath his 
eyes the ailments of tho world. 

Considering the groat opportunities open 

to the hospital surgeon, laymen often 
wonder whether influence has aught to do 
with appointmonts to hospital staffs. It 
has and it has ng. Examinations are 
rigid nnd fairly conducted, yet the man 
that passes the best technical examination 
is not always the man that gets the ap- 
pointment. Yet, on the other hand, an 
incapable man {is seldom or neyer appoint- 
ed. The personal equation always helps 
to determino nn appointment. A candi- 
date’s nppoarance, manner, specch and 
general record at school aro takon into con- 
sideration. ‘Tho oxaminers are often the 
same men who haye instructed the candl- 
dates in tho medical schools, and an ex- 
sininer puts together his knowledge of a 
wundidato ns obtained {in three or four 
years’ contact with him in tho lecture 
room and at clinics and the knowledgo of 
him drawn from the examination. A stu- 
dont of known bad habits, of conspicuous 
defects, will not be appointed to a hospital 
staff, no matter how good his examina- 
tion. 

It is the most ambitious students that 
seek appointments to the hospital ataffs, 
ond a man isseldom content to leaves 
New York hospital and settle down to 
practics ina country town. Tho ablest 
hospital surgeons attract the attontion of 
visiting missions and others Aiatinguishod 
in the profession and obtain partnerships 
or promotion of somo other kind. Some 
nettle in New York, and few aro content 
with anything loss than o considerable 
oity.—Now York Hun.

The Manner In Which “Little Nonjamin” 
Treated His Pupils, 

Tho «ny stories that are told cf Len- 
jamin Jowett, the late master of Balliol 
college, Oxford, show o strongly marked 
individuality, one calculated to make many 
frionds. He was declared, indeed, to be 
tho only an living who could maintain 
close friendship with 50 people atonce, but 
in his carly days at lonst his manner to 
pupils repelled rather than attracted, while 
to shy men hoe was positively alarining, 

“T remember one occasion,’’ an under- 
graduate of that day relates, ‘fon which ho 
invited mo to take o walk with him, The 
numbor of words exchanged betwoon us 
was incredibly small, and I bellove that it 
was a relict to both when we regained tho 
college giute."’ 

His long silences were felt an an awk- 
ward bar to conyersution, and to interrupt 
this silonco by starting a fresh topio was 
often to provokea snub, As ho nover made 
an unmeaning remark himeaclf, he was im- 
patient of ompty speoch from others, 

Once w friend was accompanying him 
on a long walk, Arriving at Vewkesbury, 
tho quaint old world town seemed asle 
in the summer sunshine, and his conipan- 
fon rashly yontured to say: 

“T believe that there uro more dogs than 
pcoplo in the streets this morning.’* 

Jowett instantly awoke from his reverie 
and replied, ‘If you huye nothing more 
sensible to observe, you had better be silent 
altogethor,"’ 

Another thing which hampered his in- 
timato association with youngor men was 
his fastidious taste in the use of language, 
particularly oyidenced in his abhorrence of 
slang, which undergraduates thought a 
piece of donnishness. With one of his child 

friends in the country he took o singular 
way of enforcing this lesson. He insisted 
on giving hora shilling every timo she 
used tho word ‘‘awfully,’’ and so shamed 
her out of the habit. 

In after years, however, most of those 
who had been his pupils wero glad to ac- 
knowledgo the influence — stimulating 
rather than formative—that lay behind the 
abrupt and peremptory yet always serene 
and kindly ways of the master, known in

NEVER PAY CASH, 


Advice of a Business Man Who Believes 
In Buying on Credit. 

“Neyer pay cash for anything if you 
want to get commercial rating,’ said a 
business man the other day. ‘Got goods 
on credit, cyen when ablo to pay spot cash 
for them, and pay tho bill with prompt- 
nesa when it becomos due. If you do this 
long enough, you will probably get the 
reputation of possessing alltho money you 
haye got trusted for, and, at any rate, will 
be known in business circles where you 
wouldn't bo named if you always paid 
cash. A man who pays cash for eyery- 
thing is supposed to be doing businoss on 
small capital, while a man who gets 
things on credit, or, what is better still, 
pays for them in notes, is generally be- 
Neyed to be operating on such a largo 
scule that he has no ready money to spare 
for small deals. 

“As for getting credit, it 1s the first step 
that costs, of course, but a man can begin 
by referring people to his landlord and the 
tradesmen with whom he deals if he can 
do no better. If he has no accounts any- 
whero, he must set about haying them. 
Get trust for small amounts and you will 
in time get trusted for larger ones, .‘’he 
first requisite to wealth is not gmoney, but 
credit. Get credit and you will do busi- 
ness amounting toan indefinite number 
of times your capital. 

“Without dilating further on the ad- 
vantages of credit, let mo give you an il- 
lustration of tho disadvantages of doing 
business on a cash basis. A country mer- 
chant I knew who had always paid cash 
for everything he bought, and did a cor- 
respondingly small business, determined 
finally to enlarge his trade, and to do this 
required the credit ho had neyer before 
asked for, When he came to town and 
asked tho men to whom he had always 
pald cash to lot him haye goods on time, 
they one and all became suspicious of him 
and refused, ‘he yery fact that, he had 
always paid cash made them think, when 


ho finally asked for credit, that he wasn’t’ 


a safo man to trust. Moral.—Neyer pay 
cash for anything if you would ayoid sus- 
picion.’’-—New York Sun,

That the wonderful discoveries made by 
the astronomors aro imperfectly under- 
stood by the masa of laymen increases 
rather than diminishes the popular esti- 
mate of their value. Tho robe coyered 
with cnbalistioc figures that wrapped about 
the astrologor has long been laid away, 
but tho astronomer stands os high as ever 
in the rogard of mankind, os well he 
may, when {t is considered what he does; 
when the marvelous accuracy of his calcu: 
lations is taken into consideration, What 
can be more wonderful than that science 
which has before now turned its eye toa 
blank space in the heavens and gaid, ‘It 
ts there''—tho planet that human vision 
never sinco the creation had discerned, but 
to be afterward discovered and mapped 
and charted with the rest? What art more 
wonderful than that which treads the wil- 
derness of tho sky as a scout or trailer 
does tho forests or deserts of carth and 
marks tho trace and time of every star that 
has passed to return o thousand years 
anon?! These wonder working astronomers 
have beon discussing among themselvca 
as to length of the day in the planct Venus, 

Several of these oxperts of the sky said 
there was a day, and that {it was from 2¢ 
to 24 hours long. ‘‘No,’’ said Schiaparelli, 
“there is no day, for there is no rotation, 
The side of Venus turned to tho sun is al- 
ways the sameo.'’ Other astronomers sided 
with Schiaparelli, and so Mr, Perciyal 
Lowell, an American astronomer, went 
out to Flagstaff, where the air is higher 
and clearer nnd dricr than anywhere else, 
and when he came back it was with the 
question settled. ‘‘Schiaparelli is right,’’ 
said Mr. Lowell. ‘‘There is no day there. 
One side of Venus is a reflection and a 
burning desert; the other side isan utterly 
dark and icy waste. And, moreover, Ve- 
nus js dying." 

Thus the astronomer brings the news 
from worlds iillions of miles away and 
also nearer, ‘This world Venus,"’ he says, 
‘Ys in the last stages. This one, Mars, is 
yet alive. This one, the round world 
which we inhabit, is revolying more slow-

shut up ina state of indolence and inac- 
tivity.

mained in Bismarck's service without 
any distinct functions till 1873. 

After the war a number of sketches 
from his journal were published in the 
Gartenlaube, but they were suddenly 
broken off by the editor of that period- 
ical, whereupon Count Bismarck wrote 
to the editor expressing his father’s sat+ 
{sfaction. Busch is the most copious 
and minute of the prince's blographers,

Stubborn Resistance of the Dervishes — 

Stcadiness und Dash of the Anglo-Egyp- 

tian Troops — Scvere Mounse-to House 

Vighting. 

Offirial despatches from Assouan, on 
the Nile, near the first cataract, give 
details of Ube capture of Albu Hamed 
on August 7, by the Anglo-Egyptain 
troops under Col. Hunter, after an 18- 
hours’ march from Merawi. i 

Col. Humter kept all his preparations 
for the attack a strict secret im order 
bo prevent the spies of the Khalifa in 
the Sowlan from gellting wind of his 
plans. He declined to allow any news- 
paper correspondents to accompany 
the columns to the front. 

After carrying the high ground over- 
looking the town, the Anglo-Dgyptain 
troops advanced to the attack upon 
the village. A stubborn house-to-house 
fight emsued, and Col. Hunter was 
obliged to bring wp the artillery, before 
it was possible to carry the position. 
The total loss was 21 killed and 61 
wounded, of whom the Tenth Soudan- 
ese Battalion lost 14 killed, among them 
two British officers, and 84 wounded. 
Major H. M. Sidiney fell mortally 
wounded while leading hismen tothe 
attack, amd died im five minutes. Lt. 
Fitzclarence was shot almost at the

farmers. 

The idea of fall fairs is a worthy one. 
The best products of the soil and of the 
artifice of man are brought together, all 
classes of society are thrown into com- 
munication, ideas are exchanged, and 
with the exchange of ideas comes im- 
provement in method. A friendly riy- 
alry, too, to excel one’s neighbor in- 
duces him to exercise the greatest care 
and to use the best means within his 
knowledge to produce a fine article. 
This means increased general excell- 
ence in all lines of production. Our fall 
fairs should receive more recognition by 
the general public, for they stimulate 
trade and lead all classes of the com- 
munity on the path of progress. 

The following criticism of fall fairs 
which we find in an exchange is also 
worthy of attention : 

‘The officers of too many agricultur- 
al societies appear to have got into a rut 
as far as the making of prize lists is con- 
cerned. There is very little change 
from year to year, and no effort made 
to initiate new methods. Their great 
object is to make each member happy 
with a fifty cent, one dollar, or larger 
prize, and everything is arranged with 
that paltry end in view. It cannot be, 
surely, that farmers can only be in this 
way coaxed to become members. ‘These 
fairs were devised for the purpose of 
stimulating farmers to excel in the var- 
ieus departments of agriculture. ‘The 
presence, therefore, of the professional 
ringster who moyes about from show to 
show with a variety of stuff grown prob- 
ably in a hot house or garden, should 
be frowned down, The number of mon- 
ey prizes given to one person should be 
limited to two or three at most, honor 
certificates being given in the place of 
any others merited. here should be a 
large number of nursery prizes for the 
benefit of new members. ‘There is little 
necessity to give prizes to the manufac- 
turers of agriculturalimplements. It is 
to their advantage to show their wares. 
‘The makers of butter and cheese should 
be oncouraged by very liberal prizes, 
and the horticultural department should 
also receive more attention. These ideas 
may not meet with approval, but what 
is needed isachange. Anything rather 
than remain in a rut.”

Quebec's Citadel Stored With Modern 

Weapons — Millions of Cartridges Being 

Turned Out — Numters of Quick. Firing 

Guns and New Rifles, 

The New York Sun has the following 
despatch from Quebec :— 

Whether or not it is due to the re- 
vival of jingoism in Britain, to her 
increaSed affection for the “Lady of 
the Snows,” to the enthusiasm in- 
spired by the jubilee, or to fear of 
what may result from Canada’s re- 
markable stand in the matters of the 
seals and of the Klondyke gold fields, 
certain it is that the Dominion issig- 
nalizing the year of the diamond jubi- 
lee by enormous importations of muni- 
tions of war that are creating any 
amount of quiet conjecture and com- 
ment here.

COLOR IN ANIMALS. 


How It Is Changed or Affected by Food 
and Surroundings. 
Observation and experiment go to show 
how large an influence food has in deter- 
mining tho color of animals, Myerybody 
knows how easily the color of the yellow 
canary may be altored to an orange red 
by mixing cayenne pepper with its food, 
though itis truo that the color change 
may be produced only in yory young birds 
whoso feathers are not complotely ma- 
tured. It is also a matter of experiment 
that all yarioties of canaries are not equally 
susceptible to the influence of the peppor, 
and it ia very curious fact that if tke 
Pigmont that causes the red color of the 
pepper bo mixed with tho food of the 
birds, without the other constituents, yel- 
low colored canariea are not in the slight- 
est degreo affected by it, while brown birds 
or the brown feathers of yellow birds bo- 
come distinctly lighter in hue. : 
Hero is another interesting oxperiment: 
Tho large tortoise shell buttorfly normally 
fceds upon tho leayes of tho olm, while the 
small tortoise shell is addicted to nettles, 
but when some {magos of the large tor- 
toise shell wore bred from caterpillars that 
had been found upon nettles they showed 
® wonderful similarity to the smaller spe- 
cies, though the color was nearer to that 
of the larger. Quite in the same lino is 
the observation that the thorn moth ex- 
hibits variations in color according as the 
larva is fed upon oak, hawthorn, lime or 
lilac. Many other experiments haye shown 
o similar effect of food in modifying or 
completely changing the color of animals. 
Among tho changes of color that are 
most perplexing, if one would refer their 
cause to utility only, is that of the gull, 
which is blue and white, and is therefore 
generally allowed to be of protective value. 
But for tho first three years of their lives 
several common species of gull haye a 
brownish speckled plumage, which is to- 
tally unlike that of the older birds, on 
which fact Mr. Beddard romarks, ‘‘If one 
color bb adyantagoous, tho other must be 
the reyerse, and threo years is either a con- 
siderable period or it is not long enough.”’ 
Another perplexing part of the subject 
4s tho color of deop sca qnimals. It is an 
established fact that marine animals can 
and do live at the enormous depth of more 
than fiye miles below the surface of the 
water. It is also certain that the sunlight 
does not penetrate to that depth, so that 
the animAls that exist there exist in the 
midst of more than midnight darkness. 
Yet the fact is that brilliant coloration is 
generally found in them. Of what use can 
it be? How can natural selection or sex- 
tal selection haye anything to do with it? 
It is true indeed that there may be phos- 
phorescent light emitted by tho animals 
themselves, and of this there are many 
evidences, but though the dcop sea fish 
may be guided to its prey by a series of 
natural ‘‘bullseye’’ lanterns, the color of 
its prey could haye no protective effedt, 
but exactly the reyerse.—Our Animal 
Frjends.

STONE'S DISCOVERERS. 


True Stories of a Mont Typloal Wi 


Tombstono Guloh, 


Tho Pacifio coast newspapers have 
Edward 
Sohieffelin, one of tho discoverors of 
tho Tombstone minos, who was found 
dead in a cabin in eastern Oregon, His 
remiins, according to his wish, now 
rest upon the top of a granite peak two 
miles west of Tombstone, A. T. He do- 
sired, he said, ‘‘to be buried in the garb 
of a prospector, my old pick and can- 
teen with me, and a monument such as 
prospectors build when locating a min- 
ing claim built over my grave and no 


‘deen full of stories about 


other monument or slab erected.” 


It scoms to be generally felt through- 
out the Pacific coast that this plain, 
ignorant, kind hearted old pioneer and 
many 
thousands of miles in search of new 


prospector, who had traveled 
mines, has thus unconsciously made his 
mark upon our romance and history, 
‘That lonely granite cairn in the desert, 
rising upon the oxtremo point ofa tree- 
less promontory, will long be pointed 
-out as the graye of one of the most fa- 
mous of American prospectors, 

Ed Schieffelin’s one great strike 
yielded him fully a third of $1,000,000, 
At various times in his adventurous 
oareer he plodded painstakingly over 
the wildest portions of the Rocky moun- 
tains and Sierras, he visited Alaska, 
Mexico, South America and South 
Afrioa, but never again found such a 
mine. When he died, his fortune, at 
one time said to be over $500,000, had 
greatly decreased by reason of bad in- 
vestments and costly expeditions. 

The story of tho finding of Tomb- 
stone, that briefly famous Arizonian 
mining city, has been told in many 
different ways, until itis fast becom- 
ing one of the most attractive of Pacific 
const myths. Tho simple facts are that 
late in the seyenties the two Schieffelin 
brothers and Dick Gird were prospect- 


ing, sometimes together, sometimes 


separately, in various districts of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, It was a time 
of terrible Indian outbreaks, and the 
Apaches were on the warpath, killing 
lonely miners and prospectors, attack- 


ing tho stage coaches and running off 


cattle, Ed Schieffelin finally wandered 
into the neighborhood of a disputed 
claim, the Bronco, where eight men 


had been shot in various attempts to de- 
cide its ownership, aud was hired at $2 
a day to sit ona hilltop.and look out 
_ for Indians. One day, while hunting | den stopping of the car snorted angrily : 


up astray horse, the hitherto unsuccess- 
ful prospector stumbled into what was 

afterward called Tombstone Gulch and 
found some copper stained rock on what 
became the Tough Nut mine. This he 
sent to Gird for an assay, and soon after 
sentore from the Lucky Cuss. When 
development was begun, a thin vein in 


_ granite widened, and promised immense 


riches. The claims wero sold for very 
large sums, and when the Apaches were 


_ driven out capitalists poured mouey in- 
_ to the district. But the mines did not 
justify expectations, 
_ very far from being a second Comstock. 


Tombstone was 


The unlucky Broncho never paid a dol- 
lar. The Schieffelin and Gird claims 


yielded fora time but soon ran out, 


and the camp sank into decay. 
_ The first time I met Schieffelin, that 
most typical of western prospectors, 


_ Was about six years ago. After hearing 


some of J@s picturesque prospector 
yarns I told him about the various 
treasure expeditions to Coos island and 
the legends which had caused these ex- 
He seized upon the glitter-

OLD TIME SWEETNESS GONE 


Molasses In Now Made Into Kom and 
Brown Sugar Can't Bo Bou, 


“Tho old fashioned molasses is rapid- 
ly disappearing as an article of com- 
merce,’’ said a prominent grocer, ‘and 
in its place have come ow number of 
tirups which are more costly and by 
bo means as satisfactory, especially to 
the little ones, who delight, as we did 
when we were young, in having ‘lasses 
on their broad. Most of the molasses 
goes into the distilleries, where it is 
made into rum, for which, notwith- 
standing the efforts of our temperance 
workers, the demand is constantly on 
the ineoreaso, especially in the New 
England states and for the export trade. 
The regular drinker of rum will take no 
other liquor in its place if he can help 
it. It seems to reach the spot more di- 
rectly than any other dram, 

“Tho darker brown sugars have also 
disappeared, and they ure not likely to 
return, owing to the methods of boiling 
and the manufacture, Granulated sugar 
is of the same composition, as far as 
saccharine qualities are concerned, as 
loaf, cut loaf cube and crushed and 
differs from them only iu that its orys- 
tals do not cohere. This is because it is 
constantly stirred during the process of 
orystallization. Tho lighter brown sug- 
ars taste sweeter than the white, for 
the reason that there is some molasses 
in them. Howtsekeepers have difficulty 


these days in finding coarse, dark sug- 
ars, which are always preferred for use 
in putting up sweet pickles, making 
cakes and similar uses, As they cannot 
get brown sugar any more, it may be 
well for them to remember that they 
oan simalate brown sugar by adding a 
teaspoonful of molasses to euch quarter 
of a pound of the white granulated sug- 


ar. This combination does as well in 
all household recipes that call for 
brown sugar as the article itself, and 
besides it sayes them a great deal of 
hunting for brown sugar, which, as 
said before, has disappeared from the 
market. ’’—Hastport Sentinel.

CAR HORSES HARD TO GET. 


The Demand Is Now So Small That the 
| Trado Noglects Them, 

| One of the most curious effects of the 
general replacing of horses by clectrici- 
ty aud cable traction for drawing street 
oars is being experienced by one of the 
extensive car lines in this city which 
still uses horses. One would suppose 
that, since the only lines in the whole 
country which continue to use horses 
now form but a very small percentage 
vf those which used them five years 
ugo, these lines would havo a much 
wider range of choice and could get 
horses of grade superior to tho gen- 
eral run of those which used to be 
offered to them. Remarkable as it may 
seem, this is the exact opposite of the 
troth, 

Tho New York city line referred to 
runs in direct competition with the 
cable lines of the upper west side, and 
its managers, who recently purchased 
it, determined ns soon us they came in- 
to possession to place upon it a superior 
lot of horses, and in this way improve 
its running until mechanical propulsion 
could be introduced. Orders were sent 


out to buy the needed horses. Much to 
the surprise of the managers, it was 
discovered that there were almost no 
street car horses of any kind to be 
bought, Z 

The explanation of this situntion lies 
in the fact that since the demand for 
street oar horses almost ceased the trade 
machinery by which they were gathered

Why the Nioce of William IV Was Called 
to the Throne. 

Several newspapers, in explaining to 
their readers how Queen Victoria cama 
to succeed William IV, aay it was be- 
cuuse she was his niece. Thut is the 
truth, but only half the trath, for Will- 
fam IV had nephews and other nieces, 
George ILl's first, second, third avd 
fourth vous were respectively the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George IV, who 
fied childless in 1880; Frederick, duke 
of York, who died in 1827, also with- 
out children; William, duke of Clur- 
ence, who @ied William IV, June 20, 
1837, without lawfol issue, and Ed- 
ward, dake of Kent aud Strathearn 
and earl of Doblin, who died Jay. 23, 
1820, aged 53, leaving as the sole iesye 
of his marriage with Princess Victo 
of Leiningen a baby daughter, 1 
Queen Victoria, The queen succeeded 
William 1V not because she was simply 
his niece, but. because she was the only 
child of the brother next to him in the 
order of succession. 

Had Queen Victoria had a brother 
she would in all probability not huve 
been a personage of historical celebrity, 
save in the contingency of succeeding 
him. Her rights were those that de- 
volved on her from her father. At the 
time she succeeded tothe throne her 
uncles—the Dukes of Cumberland, of 
Sussex and Cumbridge—were living, 
younger brothers of her father and jun- 
ior to him in the line of succession in 


has fallen into disuse. A few years ago 
the street car horses were one of the 
most important features of the horse 
market. They were animals of a stand- 
ard grade and of almost stable price, 
and every part of the country contributed 
its quota. The street car horse had to 
be big and able and sound of limb and 
wind, but it might be of any age. Few 
lasted long enough in the service to 
mako the question of a few years more 
or less of any consequence, The demand 
‘was constant, and the price never varied 
in New York more than from about 
$125 to $150 each. Dealers could always 
count upon getting this price and get- 
ting it promptly, and as a consequence 
every horse which would answer the 
purpose was a safe investment at a lit- 
tle smaller price, and a clean profit of 
$10 a horse was regarded as a fair mar- 
gin in handling them. 

Horses of all sorts, which lacked the 
qualities of speed, beauty or youth, but 
possessed the other requirements, were 
quickly sorted out from the markets of 
the whole country, and every big dealer 
was always able to gather droves of car 
horses as fast as the companies needed 
them. The trolley has superseded the 
car horses, and car horses are no longer 
quoted as staples in the market. The 
companies which still use them are 
obliged to go out and search the marts 
and buy them one by one instead of 
simply sending out an order for 100 or 
200 or 500 and getting them ts readily 
as they would so many loads of hay or 
grain.—New York Sun. 


Greco-Egyptian Painting. 

The remarkable series of portraits 
found in Egypt are described in The 
Monthly Illustrator and the methods of 
the old artists employed. 

The methods of these ancient days 
were totally different from those of the 
present day and were evidently vastly 
more durable. Panels of wood were 
used to paint on—sycamore and cypress 
—also panels of papier mache, and oc- 
casionally they were formed by gluing 
three thicknesses of canyas together. 
These panels were usually about 14 
inches long by 7 inches wide, The artist 
used liquid wax instead of oil to mix 
the colors, which were made not from 
vegetable, but from mineral substances 
and were of maryelous brilliancy and 
permanence—blue powdered lapis lazu- 
li, green malachite, red oxide of iron, 
etc. The colors were laid on in patches, 
somewhat after the fashion of a mosaic, 
and afterward blended with an instru- 
ment called the cestrum, which appears 
to have been a lancet shaped spatula, 
long handled, with at one end a curyed 
point, at the other a finely dentated 
edge. With the toothed edge the wax 
could be equalized and smoothed, while 
the point was used for placing high 
lights, marking lips, eyebrows, etc. 

The final process, which gives the 
name encaustic to this kind of painting, 
was the burning in of the colors, This 
was done by the application of a heated 
surface to the panel, though George 
Ebers believes that in Egypt the heat 
of the sun was probably all that was 
needed to complete the artist’s work.

THE ABU HAMED FIGHT. 


Stendiness and Bash of the Anglo-Egyp-

Official dispatches from Assouan, on 
the Nile, near the first cataract, give 
details of the capture of Abu Hamed 
on August 7, by the Anglo-Egyptain 
troops under Col. Hunter, after an 18- 
hours’ march from Meraw.. 

Col. Hunter kept all his preparations 
for the attack a strict secret in order 
to prevent the spies of the Khalifa in 
the Soudan from geiting wind of his 
plans. He declined to allow any news- 
paper correspondents to accompany 
the columms to the front. 

After carrying the high ground over- 
looking the town, the Anglo-gyptain 
troops advanced to the attack upon 
the village. A stubborn house-to-house 
fight ensued, and Col. Hunter was 
obliged to bring up the artillery before 
it was possible to carry the position. 
The total loss was 21 killed and 61 
wounded, of whom the lenth Soudan- 
ese Battalion lost 14 killed, among them 
two British officers, and 34 wounded.
